SUPPLY PLAN 


‘PROPOSALS TO MEET 
FEARED DISLOCATION 


IR possibility of serious dis]oca- 
tion in the milk supply to 
Dublin, having regard to the likely 
deterioration im the transport posi- 
tion, is Causing some anxiety among 
those in the trade, and the Govern- 
ment is considering, among various 
proposals to meet such an even- 
tuality, a scheme for the control of 
the business in the interest of a 
planned distribution, an improved 
return for the producers and the 
proper utilisation of full production. 

At present over fifty per cent. of 
the supply to the City of Dublin is 
produced by farmers and egw-keepers 
in tke city and county, and the balance 
is s@pphed from Meath, ‘Wicklow, 
Kildare ~ and Louth, and from 
creameries. in the South of Ireland, 
During the producing period, when 
milk is plentiful, a considerable 
quantity of Dublin production goes to 
waste because. it is argued, of the 
absence of a plan which would prevent 
overlapping, and either adapt the out- 
side supply to the city’s requirements 
or divert the surplus into channels of 
assured production. 

The method by which these economic 
aims could be achieved is, it is 
suggested. the creation of a co-ordinat- 
ing milk committee yepresentative of 
the Departments of Agriculture, Local 


trade, for the purpose of organising a 
plan of collection and delivery, secur- 
ing economies in the handling of milk, 
maintaining supplies, controlling the 
operatons otf the centralised creamery 
milk supply and also the supply of 
surplus milk im the summer, and 
husbanding all available transport for 
the trade. With a milk shortage 
indicated by tillage increase, attractive 
prices for cows, and shortage and high 
cost of feeding stuffs, the abolition of 
the present quota system applied to 

istered creameries is urged, and the 


T building up of winter supplies by link- 


ing up other creameries and “ stagger- 
ing work in creameries to secure a 
more even daily supply. 


ALI-YEAR PRICE 


The scheme .ervisages the discon- 
tinuance of the > creame supplies 


of 1s. 5}d. per: gallon to the producers, 
instead of thor pediank high wither rice, 
when milk is scarce and more badly 
needed hy consumers. The present 
average price is 1s. Od. per gallon. It 
also proposes the creation of a pool 
system, into which surplus milk, pur- 
chased for 10d. per gallon, could be 
diverted into productive channels at a 
return of about 1s. ód. per gallon, the 
profit to the committee being used to 
pay producers a bonus on their winter 
production, 

Mr. G. S. MacInerney, Chairman of 
the Dublin Milk Distributors’ Associa- 
tion. and author of the plan, told an 
Irish Times representative that the 
pool idea does not call for any outlay 
of capital, but could sustain itself from 
the economies effected by it, and could 
afford to pay premiums for creamery 
supplies during the winter months. 
Economy in distribution and production 
must be the foundation of post-war 
planning, he said, and the advanta 
of a higher summer price level to the 
farmer would enable him to improve 
winter production. ‘‘ The present out- 
of-date system under the Milk Board, 
created to dispose of a surplus of milk 
back in 1938 under very different con- 
ditions, needs to be overhauled and the 
machinery reversed.”

FIERCE RED DRIVE 
AGAINST FINNS 


SAVAGE BATTLES 
DURING WEEK-END 


ESPITE the difficulties created 

by the rapidly thawing ground, 
the Red Army is maintaining un- 
diminished pressure on German key- 
points from Finland to Southern 
Russia. 

Latest despatches from the front are 
to the following effect: ' 

Finland—The Russian offensive is 
developing, and breaches driven in the 
Finnish lines have led to an advance 
several miles in depth, heavy" Finnish 
losses (several thousand killed alone in 
the last few days’ fighting), and the 
capture of much war material. 

Leningrad—South of the city, the 
Soviets have gained new successes in 
savage battles raging over the week 
end General Meretzkov’s troops, 
overcoming stiff German opposition in 
their drive down the Volkhov Valley, 
have covered two-thirds of the distance 
to Novgorod, the important German 
base at the northern tip of Lake 
Iimen. 

Central Front— General Zhukov’s 
long-range guns are now believed to 
be within shelling distance of Smolensk 
from the north-east, where the right 
wing of bis army group has reached 
to within 18 miles 4 the city. 

Sou Front—Troops of Marshal 
Timoshenko's Command are. pressing 
close towards \Dniepropetrovsk, nerve- 
centre of the German positions east of 
the Dnieper. bend, and one Russian 
report over the week-end said that the 
hour of the city’s recapture is near, 


NEARER LENINGRAD 


South of Leningrad the  ussiaus 
have cut three important railway lines, 
and are now within sixty miles of the 
city’s walls. The Germans have 
suffered thousands of casualties—in 
one sector four regiments, two of them 
from the 8.5. (Adolf Hitler) Division, 
were cut to pieces—and their efforts 
on one sector to force a wedge into the 
Soviet front were smashed. 

A Bucharest despatch says that 
Von Manstein, the German Com- 
mander-in-Chief has apparently . now

SOVIET REPORT

“SUCCESSFUL TALKS WITH 
MR. CHURCHILL” 


NEW YORK, Sunday. — General 
Marshall and Mr. Harry Hopkins have 
arrived back in America by air from 
Britain. General Marshall left for 
Washington immediately. 

General Marshall said that very .im- 
po understandings and agreements 

ad been reached in his “highly suc- 
cessful ’’ war talks with Mr, Churchill, 
other members of the War Cabiuet, 
and the British Army Staff. U.S. 
units, he said, will be stationed all over 
the United Kingdom, and will take 
part in raids. There is a steady 
stream of U.S. troops to the United 
Kingdom. 

Mr. Hopkins said: ‘We are not 
going to win this war by production 
alone. It will be won. by fighting on 
land, sea and in the air wherever we 
can come to grips with our enemies. 
The war is going to be fought all ways. 
The problem is battles by sea, air 
and land, and it is, going to be a good, 
tough business,’’—(Press Association.) 


“THE WAY TO SUICIDE” 


BOMBAY, Sunday.—‘‘ Too ridicu- 
lous to fiid acceptance anywhere”’ is 
Mr. Gandhi’s comment on the British

That way lies 
suicide; each party will probably want 
British or foreign aid. + In that case 
good-bye to.independence.

AIR-SEA COMPETITION 


The probability of serious trans- 
Atlantic competition after the war 
between aeroplanes and ships is noted 
by Sir Percy Bates, chairman of the 
Cunard Steamship Company, Ltd., in 
the statement which he will make at 
the company’s general meeting at 
Liverpool on April 29th. 

Envisaging the production of 
passenger ‘planes evolved from 
bombers, and the existence of 
thousands of airmen, Sir Percy says 
that, given a fair field, the sea could 
probably hold its own. ‘“ The situa- 
tion would change if air traffic were 
to be subsidised to an extravagant 
degree, and there will be much pressure 
in this direction. | think we shall have 
to take to the air, or at the very least 
maintain a direct association with it.”’ 


NORTHERN DRIVER 
- SHOT DEAD 


MACHINE-GUN FIRE 
FROM ARMOURED CAR 


An open verdict was returned at 
Limavady on Saturday, at the in- 
quest on Albert Rodden (39), a ’bus 
driver of the Northern Ireland 
Transport Board, who was shot 
while driving a workmen’s ’bus on 
the Londonderry-Limavady road on 
Friday evening. The shooting 
occurred while the ’bus was over- 
taken by an armoured car in a 
convoy. 

Medical evidence showed that there 
were three bullet wounds in Rodden’s 
body. 

Fred McMichael, bus conductor, said 
that Rodden pulled his ‘bus into the 
proper side ot the road to allow the 
convoy car to pass. As the convoy car 
drew level. he (witness) heard a shot, 
and the ‘bus ran into a wall. Witness 
was thrown out, and fell into a field. 
When he got back to the ’bus he found 
Rodden on the floor. Rodden ex- 
claimed: ‘‘God help me,” and died. 
Rodden’s driving and signals seemed 
in order. 

Occupants of the armoured car 
stated that the “bus got between it 
and the vehicles of the convoy, and 
prevented the armoured car from join- 
ing up behind the others. Previous 
attempts, it was stated, had been made 
to join up with the convoy, but the 
‘bus driver had signalled them to keep 
behind. 

A private said that when the car 
eventually attempted to pass he heard 
a short burst of machine-gun fire, but 
did not see who fired. 


The driver of the escort car said 
that when he looked the sergeant was 
near the gun. He appeared to be 
dumbfounded and did not know what 
had happened. He (witness) did not 
see the sergeant work the gun. Witness 
felt that the ‘bus driver was determined 
not to allow the armoured car to pass. 

The sergeant, who was cautioned 
by the Coroner before giving evi- 
dence, said that the “bus forced the 
car on to the curb on the right-hand 
side of the road as it was passing the 
‘bus. He was standing, and when the 
car struck the curb he was knocked 
against the machine-gon. “TI do not 
know if my coat caught the gun or my 
hand hit it, or what,” he added, “ but 
it, started to fire.” He had previously 
left the gun with half load. which 
meant that it could not be fired. He 
did not know if anyone had got at the 
gun when they were at the last stopping 
place. He was not at the car all the 
time. 

The machine-gun was brought into 
court and the sergeant demonstrated 
its working. Asked if he was annoyed 
at the conduct of the ‘bus driver, the 
witness replied: “1 was only concerned 
with my orders to keep other vehicles 
out of the convoy.’’ It appeared that 
the driver was deliberately obstructing 
the armoured car. .

Japan betrays as curious a lack of 
vigilance as was displayed last 
December, when Japanese aircraft- 
carriers were able to steal into the 
vicinity of Hawaii. . Naturally, 
British and American comment is 
jubilant. The Japanese havetaken the 
offensive so long, and so successfully, 
that any indication of bold tactics on 
the other side is a big relief. It is 
not to be expected, however, that 
raids of this order will take place 
every day, or even every week. Only 
a few hundred miles separate the 
principal cities of England from the 
principal cities of Germany; even 
Northern Italy is within com- 
paratively easy bombing range of 
Great Britain. as the Royal Air 
Force has demonstrated more than 
once; but the Pacifie distances are 
measured in thousands of miles. If 
the Soviet Union were at war with 
Japan, many things might be pos- 
sible: there would be an abundance 
of convenient bases within handy 
range of the Japanese islands; but, 
as matters stand, every American 
raider either must traverse an 
appalling, if not an impossible, 
distance under its own power, or 
must make the bulk of the journey 
by carrier. Nevertheless, Japan 
cannot afford ‘to overlook the 
challenge. Her navy is powerful, 
but not powerful enough to cover 
the whole of the largest ocean. She 
must choose whether Tokyo will be 
left open to onslaughts from the 
Americans, or whether valuable 
units of her navy will be brought 
northwards from the “ Anzac ” zone 
for the homeland’s protection, 

The Japanese newspapers do not 
expect this raid to be a mere flush 
in the pan. They have warned the 
people that more of the same kind 
can be expected. America is known 
to possess at least half-a-dozen 
aircraft-carriers that are fully 
capable of operations against Japan, 
and it is not impossible that they 
are being concentrated in the North 


Japanese Navy is otherwise engaped.

Virtually all the centres of resist- 
ance in the Philippines are being 
put out of action, ‘and the advance 
towards Mandalay goes on relent- 
lessly.

Retail tobacconists calculate that

Diphtheria ' 

Striking figures on the effectiveness 
of diphtheria immunisation in Scotland 
were ma yesterday by the Chief 
Medical Officer oí Health, Dr. Andrew 
Davidson. Out of 766,022 children 
immunised, only one died during tlie 
ast twelve months. Among _ the 

.476 non-immnnised children, there 
were 418 deaths from the disease during 
the same period. There were no fewer 
than 7,039 cases of diphtheria among 
the children who had not been treated, 
compared with only 996 infections 
among the much greater number 
immunised. Some of the latter were 
only recently inoculated. Immunisation 
does not become effective until four 
months after treatment. 


No New Pianos 


Manufacture of. English pianos is 
expected to cease by the end of this 
year because of the difficulty of getting 
materials. With the modern taste for 
mechanically-produced music the short- 
age of new pianos will not cause much 
heart burning. Not for many years 
had pianos been so cheap as on the 
outbreak of the war. Excellent uprights 
were then available for forty to fifty 
guineas. 


~ AN LRISHMAN’S DIARY 


The New Cathedral 


The scheme for a new Dublin, at 
present being ventilated in the exhibi- 
tion of plans in Eason’s window, is 
well worthy of notice. | 

Among the proposals, I observe one 
for the erection of the new Catholic 
Cathedral adjacent to the northern 
side of the Metal Bridge. This adds 
yet another to several suggestions 
which time has registered in this 
connection 

No sooner had the Pro-Cathedral in 
Marlborough street been opened in 
1825 than sites for the placing of the 
building in whose stead it stood— 
forzive the expression—began to be 
discussed in letters to the Press. 
speeches, and all the rest. The 
earliest proposal was that the Cathe. 
dral should be erected at Beresford 
place, but this was quickly superseded 
by the argument that nothing further 
would be needed than the enlarce- 
ment of the Marlhorough street edifice 
to the extent of three or four houses. 


Other Sites 


Afterwards it was proposed that 
ground on the Canal bank at the 
Leeson street end of Adelaide road 
should be acquired—where, curiously 
enough, the Jewish synagogue was 
subsequently built. Another opinion 
favoured the extension to Cathedral 
purposes of the Church of Str. 
Laurence O'Toole, Seville place, 
whilst a second and third suggested. 
respectively, the site of the European 
Hotel (now the Technical Schools) in 
Bolton street, and the vast found 
whereon “the” Central Fire “Station. 
Tara-Pearse streets, now stands. 


‘Carlisle Building was also spoken: of. 


These were, of course, informal 
suggestions. Only two proposals 
would appear to have had the favour- 
able interest of the _ ecclesiastical 
authorities—namely, Ormond Market. 
which Archbishop Walsh considered 
an ideal site, and Merrion square, 
actually acquired for the purpose by 
the late Archbishop Byrne. 


Mercer's Hospital 


The  bicentenary of Handel’s 
‘‘Messiah”’ last week brings into 
prominence Mercer's Hospital, in aid 
of which it was first played. This 
well-known hospital was misi in 
1734 by Mary Mereer, after whom it 
was named. Í 

On August 17th, 1734, the hospital 
was opened, with ten beds for the sick 


poor, In 1738 there was accommoda- 
tion for thirty beds. By degrees 
further improvements were made, and 
the hospital developed into an im- 
portant school of surgery. In 1830 a 
roposal was made to build an operat- 
ing: theatre, together with two wards 
attached to it. At that time there 
were fifty 'eds in the hospital, and 
one of the large wards at the top of 
the building was used for operations. 

With the help of public subscrip- 
tions, the scheme was carried out. At 
the end of the first century the hospi- 
tal remained essentially a _ surgical 
institution, and it had to wait almost 
& generation until further building 
enabled it to become what it is to-day 
—a great general hospital for the 
treatment of all classes of sick persons, 
and a great centre for the teaching of 
medical students and nurses. 

Mercer’s Hospital celebrated its 
bicentenary in Dec wer, 1934, and 
the history of the hospital was read 
by Dr. Percy Kirkpatrick. 


Dublin Friends of Handel 


In connection with “ The Messiah,” 
Handel made numerous friends in 
Dublin. Among the number it is 
interesting to note, were the parents 
of John O'Keefe, the celebrated actor 
and dramatist, author of ‘‘ The Castle 
of Andalusia,”” and several other 
equally successful eighteenth century 
plays. O'Keefe was born at Upper 
Abbey street in 1747, five years sub- 
sequent to the Fishamble street 
triumph of Handel. 

But it is evident from occasional 
remarks in his “ Reco!lections,’’ pub- 
lished in The Dublin Penny Journal 
a couple of generations ago, that he 
had been encouraged to regard the 
associations of his people with the 
composer in the light of a proud family 
tradition. 

He was playing in London in 17%, 
when the great Handel] Commemora- 
tion took place at Westminster Abbey. 
“I was happy to be one of the first 
subscribers to the Commemoration,” he 
has written. “And I went myself to 
that sublime retreat, the Abbey. . 
Though a lover of passionate music, 
the immense burst of sound really 
frightened me, and I rose to leave the 
place ...” But, as he goes on to 
state Dr. Arnold, the conductor, who 
had welcomed him as a friend of 
Handel, found him a seat further away 
from the music. 

Arnole again received O'Keefe at 
the Pantheon, where the Commemora-

The charges against two mill owners, 
a mill manager and fourteen farmers for 
alleged breaches of the Agricultural Pro- 
duct (Cereals) Act, 1933, and Emergency 
Powers Order (No. 74), 1941, were con- 
cluded at Youghal on Saturday last before 
District Justice Farrell. The defendants 
were—Robert K. Ronayne, Ardsallagh, 
Youghal, and James H. Hogan, Killeagh. 
who were charged with the manufacture of 
animal foodstuffs containing wheat and 
with milling wheat without a licence;

[BREACHES OF MILLING] 


NORWAY—SECOND 
FRONT 


By Our MILITARYX CORRESPONDENT. 


HAT the Allies are preparing a 
large-scale landing on the con- 
tinent of Europe is quite possible. 

In every Allied country fhere is a 
strong body of opinion favouring such 
a move—and the Russians have as good 
as said that they expected it to be 
undertaken. It is all very well to ship 
war material into Russia—as ‘‘the 
most effective form of aid that can be 
given.” There is a limit to the quan- 
tity of war material which it is physi- 
cally possible to get into Russia, in 
time to be distributed there and used 
effectively. Over and above all that, 
Russia can be assisted by pinning down 
i German effectives which would other- 
wise be employed against the Russians. 
Obviously the most complete and suc- 
cessful way to do this is to launch such 
an attack as would draw away forces 
actually_engaged in Russia. Anything 
of that magnitude is, however, very 
improbable, and even impossible. But, 
short of this, an absorbing of Axis 
strategic reserves—of men or material, 
or of both—is clearly of advantage to 
the Russians’ This can perfectly well 
be achieved by the Allies initiating 
my war elsewhere than on Russian 
soil. 

Latterly there have not been wanting 
signs that Norway might prove to be 
the ““elsewhere.” The latest of these 
was the closing by the Germans of cer- 
tain sea-channels off Aalesund and 
Molde, on either flank of the Romsdalls 
fjord, on the north-west coast of 

orway, a little below Trondhjem, and 
so close to the very important turning- 
point of the Norwegian littoral.

FAVOURABLE FACTORS 


When a Commander is propane his 
estimate of a situation one of his main 
considerations is a comparison of the 
factors in favour of, with the factors 
against, each of the various courses 
possible to adopt.

ALLIED COMMAND

or @ Wellington is not to be picked 
up casually—even at best of 
times. As for American Generals: 
it is in the last degree unlikely 
that any of them has had a chance 
—since last December—to work out 
such an operation in any. detail. 
General Sikorski is probably the only 
Allied commander whose previous for- 
mation would have familiarised him 
with full-sized land war in Europe. 
But any operations in Norway vanes 19 
presumably, be under the supreme 
direction of the King—the providing 
of a competent Allied staff being in 
that case an easier business 


FLYING TERRAIN 


' Yet another argument in favour of 
the Norwegian campaign would be the 
enormous advantages accruing if it 
succeeded in any sort of a big way. 
These constitute an incentive well 
calculated to offset the manifest dis- 
advantages which would attend the 
opening moves. And—since the air 
superiority argument is bound to be 
roduced—it may be remarked that 
orway is a relatively difficult theatre 
for the Luftwaffe.

The chief feature of interest was the 
flare-up in Rails. Great Northern issues 
were strong demand, and show sharp 
gains on the week. The company’s trade 
during the first few months of the cu 
year is said to be excellent, gi“ already 
dividend peosmeess are being reely 
cussed. any pees believe Nas an in- 
terim payment be made on the Ordinary 
stock this time, and expectations for tho 
full year are around 3 per cent. Id 
these hopes materialise, the recent advances | 
seem justified. The Preference stock, now 
standing at 39, appears to hold good scope 
for further improvement. 


Great Southern issues moved higher in 
sympathy, but the advance was not so pro- 
nounced. This company’s major problem is 
the securing of adequate supplies of fuel. 
If this can be overcome to any extent, the 
outlook seems bright. Debenture stock, 
at the present price of 614, looks a sound 
war-time ‘holding. The interest is reason- 
ably secure, and prospects for capital 
appreciation are good. 


Dublin Transport Ordinary shares have 
been sold down to 15/6, despite the fact that 
the company has given notice that it will 
redeem its £700,000 5 per cent. 2nd Mort. 
Debenture stock at 102 on October 31 next. 
Although the company’s services have been 
curtailed, the Ordinary shares do not look 
overvaiued at the present price. In view 
of the transport difficulties throughout the 
country, it is felt that the Grand Canal 
Co. should derive benefit from the existing 
conditions, and the Ordinary shares were 
strongly supported up to 60/-. 

The increase in taxation on beer in 
Britain had little effect on the price of 
Guinness Units, and they finished on Friday 
rather buyers at 85/9, As the public 
spending power has increased considerably 
in Britain, due to war conditions, the 
opinion is that the increased price will not 
unduly affect the company’s trade. They 
are still considered one of the best leading 
industrial holdings.

PURCHASE TAX 


It is clear that the aim of the Budget is 
to curtail unessential sn din as well 
as to prednes. additio revenue. ‘The 
doubling of the purchase tax on articles of 
a luxury, or semi-luxury, nature may cause 
a reduction of cxpunaan sa that direction, 
but this would not be a bad thing; for the ' 
money saved would be available for new 
War Loans, if not for the support of exist: 
ing securities. Unless private expenditure 
is curtailed substantially, the danger of 
inflation will be real, quite apart from 
the question of ship ng space, raw 


materials and labour. 

On the whole, the Budget was well 
received in the City, as shown by the 
subsequent course of markets. With this 
out of the way, one obstacle to a revival 
of Stock Exchange activity is removed, and 
if better war news were to come there would 
be quite a substantial rise in security 
values. 

Tho new financial programme provides for 
Government edd tg to the extent of 
fully £2,000,000,000, , as far as can 
be seen now, this will |“ effected on much 
the same terms as during the past financial 
year. The response to the offer of new 
war loans, including those which make a 
particular appeal to the “mall ” saver, is 
satisfactory, but, in the opinion of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and most other 
authorities, there is still room for a con- 
siderable improvement in this respect. 

Expressed differently, the future should 
see a bigger proportion of the heavy dis- 
bursements for war purposes going back to 
the Government in the shape of subscri 
ions to new war loans and additions 
Post Office and trustees’ savings banks. 
Not only is it prababla that the form of 
Government borrowing wil! not be changed 
for the present, but it is virtually certain 
that there will be no increase in interest 
rates. It is more than ever important that 
the Government should borrow on the 
cheapest possible terms, and. undoubtedly, 
the authorities can ensure this. part,
